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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: (I) The examiner agrees that Fig. 9 of the instant 
application illustrates rectangular or square cube corner elements; however, each of the rejected claims contains a new matter which is 
not support by the original disclosure; for examples, (A) claims 2 and 3 each recites "a set of parallel grooves defining groove surfaces 
orthogonal to each other and to the inclined surface so as to form a row of rectangular cube corner elements"; the recitation, including the 
formation of rectangular cube corner elements, is a new matter because the cube corner elements, as taught in the specification, are 
formed by groove surfaces defined by two sets of grooves (page 1 1 , line 20, to page 12, Iine21); they are not formed by "groove surfaces 
orthogonal to each other and to the inclined surface". (B) Claim 4 recites "a nonrulable array of cube corner elements", claim 8 recites 
"subarray of microcubes is nonrulabe" and claim 1 recites "an array of nonrulable cube corner elements"; the recitation in each of the 
claims is a new matter because the array of cube corner elements are rulable (see the teachings on page 1 3, lines 20-21 , and line 27 to 
page 14, lines 6-10 and 18-19). (C) Claims 5 and 7 recite "for every plane in space there are two adjacent microcubes for which at the 
place of adjacency none of the face edges is parallel to that plane"; the recitation in each of the claims is a new matter because based on 
the teachings discussed in (B) above and Figs. 8-9, for every plane in space there are two adjacent microcubes for which at the place of 
adjacency at least one of the face edges is parallel to that plane. And (D) the remaining claims, directly or indirectly, dependent on claims 
1-5 and 7-8 and thus, inherit the new matters discussed above. 

(II) The rejection of claims 1-22 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) is maintain for the reason discussed in the Final rejection.
